Honey adulteration will "put the of- 


fender 'right up against the Federal 
government, and even if it did noj. 
it doesn't pay. There is mum poor 
honey sold, but very little that is 
adulterated. 
"But," I am answered. "I under- 


stand that some beekeepers feed their 
beea'g-lucose and the bees make honey 
out of it." Wrong. Beekeepers could 
feed glucose and get a honey substi- 
tute, but it would injure the bees, for 
bees eat much of what they gather. 
In early springtime beekeepers fre- 
quently have to feed their colonies to 
prevent starvation. 
For this purpose 


only the best grade of beet or cane 
•ugar is used. 
And the bees have 
eaten it all long before real honey 
Corn**. 
Substitutes such as glucose, 


sorghum, and the syrup from sugar 
factories have been tried as bee food 
during war times, but the results 
were always unsatisfactory or disas- 
trous. 
A few years ago, at the Colorado 


Agricultural College, Dr. Gillette ex- 
perimented with sugar feeding to pro- 
due* honey. The results showed that 
he Tiad to feed nearly three pounds 
of pure sugar to produce one pound 
of honey product. 
The latter was 


water clear, and tasted like just what 
It waa—sugar syrup. 
Anybody could 


distinguish that it was not honey. 
Bees sometimes store sweet* that 


are not honey.

CROP WE BE 


(Special to The Bee.) 


STUART, Va., July 21.—A systema- 


tic survey of the apple orchards in 
Patrick county indicate* the largest 
yield of fruit ever known in this 
section. 
The harvest is expected to 


begin about September 10th and it 
is anticipated that 250.000 barrels of 
apples will be put up in the orchards 
and shipped to different parts of this 
country as well as Europe where Pat- 
rick apples are becoming increasing- 
ly popular. 
In 
1920—the last big 


crop of apples in Patrick the harvest 
netted 200,000 barrels which was trie 
banner year. 
Since - then 
additional 


orchards have come into bearin* and 
thfe glowing season having been es- 
peciaiiy favorable a new record is ex- 
pected to be established 
Some of the 


types are not as plentiful as was ex- 
pected "early in the season but others 
are in such unusual abudance that 
this deficiency is readily overcome. 


It is expected1 that 175,000 barrels 


of apples will be shipped from this 
point and 73,000 from other points in 
the county 
Much of the fruit will be 


stored in the large local storage plant 
and a large proportion will find its 
way to the cold storage plant at 
Koehler while a good many barrels 
will be shipped to Danville and placed 
for the 
v\ inter in the Danville Ice 


Plant as in -former years. 


One reason for the abundant har- 


vest this jear is the almost total ab- 
sence of late frosts which periodi- 
cal y destroy the early blooms 
Last 


j ear the crop v\_as decimated by frost 
and comparatively little money was 
realized from the apple crop 
This 


season orchardists are expecting a 
handsome return for a large and well 
grown rrnp. 


The tomato acreage has been great- 


ly increased this year and ahoyt 200 
acres of the nuit has been grown b\ 
individual farmers. 
Thej are can- 


ning the product and then pooling it. 
realizing fiom this comparatively new 
industry on a cooperative basis.

sorves the study^ not only of those

In 
photography, 
but of 


those who see In It possibilities which 
the average pbotoRrapher rarely real- 
izes. 
The direct Imitation of nature 


Is naturally the field in which the 
photographer 
1s pre-eminent: 
'The 


(slightest attempt at interpretation de- 
mands either the brush of the paint- 
er, or rare skill in selection of ob- 
ject, light and arrangement. 
When, 


however, the question of actual crea- 
tion of impression arises, it may well 
neem that 
the 
photographer 
must 


•urrender his camera and either yield 
the task to. others, or ado;,n methods 
which are not photographic in any 
accurate sense. 


Mrs. ^Hogg's exhibition stands as a 


remarkable exception to the above 
statements and for the painter will 
prove of great interest in the two 
last mentioned fields, which properly 
•peaking are not photographic at all. 


A large part of the work has been 


done in Kashmir where Mrs. Hogg 
has lived for some years and the 
group oh the whole may be roughly 
divided Into three classes. 
Firstly 


the pictures dealing with the life of 
the Kashmiri as seen on the rivers. 
canals and lakes of his native soil. 
Secondly work done elsewhere in In- 
dia, 
from 
a slightly 
different 
and 


more 
decorative 
or 
Interpretative 


point ofv lew and thirdly work which 
might be done anywhere from a point 
of view as nearly creative as ths 
camera is ever likely to permit the 
photographer to approach. 


In the first category one may note 


"Evening lights in Telbal," "Lotus 
Leaves." "The Bridge" etc., all show- 
ing an exciting understanding not on- 
ly of the beauties of the lakes and 
•waterways of Kashmir, bui a sym- 
pathetic comprehension 
of the 
life 


•which moves and has its being on 
their surfaces in the perpetually re- 
newed struggle for existence in which 
so many live. "Lotus Leaves" show- 
ing excellent arrangement and draw- 
Ing, while "Evening lights in Telbal" 
Is perhaps the most remarkable of the 
group, suggesting almost a tvpical de- 
sign by Bakst so exceptional is its 
rendering of light and one almost 
pays colour in looking at such an ar- 
rangement 
although- shadow would 


be more scientific. 


The second group is what may be 


called 
Mrs. 
Hogg's 
interpretative 


studies. 
The painter does not live 


who would not be happy to sign such 
a conception as that of the Old Mus- 
ician of Mysore. 
One could dwell in- 


definitely on such a canvas (the word 
is used advisedly) for "The Old Mus- 
ician" is far more than, a photograph. 
Such arrangement of values and such 
skill in rendering would alone make 
it a work of great interest, but the 
impression it gives of an oriental in- 
terior and of Eastern life put it in 
a class outside the 
photograph as 


generally understood. 
In this group

Bridge," the massive darks of the 
old bridge producing an exception- 
ally powerful and decorative effect. 
while the lights and small darks are 
most effectively arranged. 
Interpre- 


tations such as these 
would almost 


certainly make one 
think of the

of Brangwyn. 


The third group 
contains perhaps 


the most remarkable 
work of the 


exhibition and if one were to choose 
-n example of it- the selection would 
perhaps fall upon "On the Rajdiang- 
Un." the stately old goat in his na- 
tive mountains. 
Pictures 
of 
this 


kind are neither oriental nor occid- 
ental but make a universal appeal, 
perhaps they suggest Greece for this 
very reason and the wonderful old 
buck might as well be standing on 
the heights of Tagetus as upon the 
spurs of "the Himalayas 
where he 


actually was when 
he fell to the 


careful guiding of Mra. Hogg's lens, 
and none but she knows what time 
and patience was required to oring 
down such a trophy in such a place. 
It suggests an old 
centaur on che 


rocky crests of Kyihairon. a drawing 
by Poussin. a eonnet by Heredia or 
anything else that one likes which 
is exactly the beauty and quality of

How To KEEP WELL

It takes a little longer for a child to 
grow to a self-supporting: member of 
society than it did in 1858. but most 
of the gain of 1* years In the span of 
life made since that date has been in 
the working years.

You can. of course deposit yqur 


iseekly surplus in the saving bank un- 
il enough has accumulated to buy a 
good bond 
The trouble is that most 


of us need some stimulus to keep up 
an> such plan of setting aside a cer- 
ain sum regularly 
It is this stimu- 


us •which the building and loan as- 
sociation gives that makes such as- 
sociations so helpful in any plan for 
sjstematlc saving 
In a somewhat 


similar fashion life insurance may be 
developed into a savings scheme al- 
hough this is not primarily its func- 
tion 


But supposing vou already have 


both life insurance and shai es in a 
good building and loan association 
and still wish to bu> securities on 
partial payments 
How can this be 
accomplished?g 
There are a num- 


ber of investment houses which make 
a business of selling bonds on partial 
pajment 
The> do this laipelx as an 


encouragement to small inxestors in 
the hope that eventuallx thex xx'ill be- 
come large investors There is how- 
exer, almost no profit in this business 
for the investment banker if he sells 
high grade securities and the small 
buyer has no business to take anj- 
thing else 


It follows then that there is need 


of the utmost care in the selection of 
the house from xxhich you buy se- 
curities of partial pajments 
Do not 


deal xxith anv firm in this line until 
jou have satisfied yourself that their 
standing in the financial community 
is of the highest 
Do not buy any 
speculative security whatever on this 
plan for if you do xou may find that 
the market price xxill decline before 
xou finish your payments and then 
there is no incentfxe to saving when 
xou are pajing more for a. security 
than it will sell for after you have ac- 
quired title
